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Lee Heath Pearson began her career at View-Master in 1961 as the third in house diorama artist and 
worked there for 20 years. She is credited as Lelia Heath, but eventually married. She created about 14 
packets and collaborated on 3 others. She enjoyed creating Snoopy reels, but her most fun favorite was 
the “Beep Beep-The Road Runner” packet, according to Wolfgang Sell. In addition she created a series 
of Barbie packets. The longest and greatest challenge was working on “The Revolutionary War” packet. 
The artists created over 60 characters in plastic clay. Perhaps because this packet was so expensive, the 
rest of the American Bicentennial series was done in less expensive cartoons.
